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FOREWORD 


IT  is  indeed  a  great  privilege  to  be  permitted  to  write  the  Foreword  to 
this  important  sale  ol  early  American  glass.  For  nearly  twenty  years 
Mr.  Maclay  has  been  one  of  our  keenest  and  most  discriminating 
collectors.  He  was  particularly  fortunate  because,  possessing  a  natural  flair 
for  the  finest  and  rarest,  he  was  at  the  same  time  in  a  position  to  acquire, 
over  a  period  of  years  as  the  opportunity  arose,  many  ol  the  most  outstand- 
ing examples  ot  the  glass-maker's  era  It  to  be  found  in  America. 

I  lis  activities  as  a  collector,  both  in  period  ol  years  anil  field  of  en- 
deavor, have  to  a  large  extent  paralleled  my  own.  In  a  way,  we  Looked 
upon  ourselves  as  pioneers  in  the  realm  ol  early  American  glass.  We  started 
when  Hunter's  hook  "Stiegel  (ilass"  was  the  "Law  and  the  Gospels",  the 
"Alpha  and  Omega"  of  the  glass  collector, — when  nearly  every  desirable 
example  ol  American  blown  glass  was  either  "Stiegel"  or  "Wistarburg", — a 
period  when  practically  no  knowledge  was  available  ol  the  beautiful  glass 
blown  in  numerous  Ohio  and  Midwestern  factories  which  in  color,  form, 
and  decorative  technique  equalled  and.  with  the  exception  of  the  amethyst 
perfume  bottles,  in  many  instances  excelled,  anything  produced  b)  Stiegel 
in  his  glass  house  in  Manheim, — a  period  w  hen  marvelous  examples  ol  the 
finest  superimposed  decoration  were  generally  accepted  as  Wistarburg  or 
South  Jersey,  although  many  were  actually  blown  in  New  York,  Con- 
necticut, and  New  Hampshire  glass  houses  by  skilled  workmen  trained  in 
the  South  Jersey  technique. 

The  decade  from  about  1920  to  1930  saw  the  greatest  development 
ol  reliable  and  accurate  knowledge  of  early  American  glass,  the  .ylass  houses 
in  which  it  was  produced,  and  the  men  who  blew  it.  During  that  period, 
with  the  enthusiasm  ol  a  real  collector  anil  the  discrimination  which  marks 
one  w  ho  is  both  student  and  connoisseur,  Mr.  Maclay  assembled  a  collection 
recognized  bv  everyone  who  know  s  it  as  one  of  the  finest  and  most  com- 
prehensive in  existence.  I  think  I  have  been  familiar  w  ith  every  important 
auction  sale  of  American  glass  held  during  the  past  twenty  years  (there 
was  none  prior  to  191  0<  and  1  can  say  without  fear  ol  contradiction  that 
the  collection  of  Alfred  B.  Maclay  far  excels  anything  previously  offered 
at  auction. 


The  important  and  outstanding  pieces  are  so  numerous  it  is  difficult 
to  make  a  selection  for  special  comment.  Among  the  Stiegel  and  Stiegel 
type  the  blue  sugar  bowl  and  cover  [Number  520],  with  expanded  ogival 
pattern  and  finial  of  distinctive  Stiegel  technique,  is  one  of  the  finest  in 
existence.  It  came  from  the  collection  of  Louis  G.  Myers,  a  connoisseur 
of  the  connoisseurs,  whether  of  glass,  china,  or  furniture.  The  amethyst 
[Number  516]  and  blue  [Number  338]  panelled  vases  are  the  finest  of 
their  kind.  The  amethyst  vase  was  acquired  by  Mr.  Maclav  from  the 
original  collection  of  Herbert  Lawton.  The  amethvst  perfume  bottles  were 
unquestionably  the  apex  of  Stiegel's  achievement  in  glass  making,  and  there 
are  two  superb  examples — one  [Number  518]  of  the  daisy-in-square  design, 
the  other  [Number  336]  of  the  expanded  ogival  or,  as  it  is  more  frequently 
called,  expanded  diamond  pattern. 

The  South  Jersey  glass  is  particularly  rich  in  noteworthy  examples. 
There  are  several  fine  blue  bowls,  one  with  a  clear  glass  rim  and  another 
with  an  amber  rim.  The  deep  green  tea-pot  [Number  473]  is  a  magnificent 
and  absolutely  unique  specimen.  It  came  from  the  collection  of  Miss  Minnie 
1.  Meachem,  whose  collection  of  South  Jersey  glass  was  one  of  the  finest 
known  fifteen  years  ago.  The  large,  brilliant,  shaded  dark  green  pitcher 
with  superimposed  swirled  decoration  [Number  467]  is  another  outstand- 
ing piece,  as  is  also  the  soft  cobalt  blue  chalice-shaped  creamer  [Number 
319].  This  was  purchased  many  years  ago  from  an  ex-glassblower  in  South 
Jersey,  who  said  it  was  blown  in  a  factory  near  Allowaystown,  Salem 
County.  As  for  the  pair  of  green  candlesticks  [Number  469],  without 
exception  they  are  the  finest  and  most  unquestionably  unique  pair  of  Early 
American  blown  candlesticks  I  have  ever  seen,  and  probably  the  finest  in 
existence. 

Among  the  Ohio  and  Midwestern  pieces  are  many  superb  examples 
of  the  beautiful  pattern-molded  chestnut  flasks  in  unusual  colors;  a  fine 
"Grandfather"  flask  in  brilliant  amber  [Number  489];  and  a  rare  light 
green  bowl  [Number  437],  almost  seven  inches  in  top  diameter,  blown  in  a 
pattern  mold  with  decoration  of  spiral  ribbing.  These  and  other  outstanding 
pieces  are  typical  examples  of  Stiegel  technique  followed  by  the  early  Ohio 
and  Midwestern  Lijass  blowers.  A  magnificent  blue  water  pitcher  [Number 
49  of  typical  Midwestern  form  is  another  outstanding  piece,  as  is  also  a 
rare  tumbler  of  "Pitkin  type"  technique  [Number  436],  with  vertical  ami 
line  spiral  ribbing,  in  clear  glass  with  blue  rim.    The  outstanding  piece  oi 


Ohio  glass  and  one  ol  the  greatest  rarities  ol  the  collection  is  a  marvelous 
sugar  bowl  [Number  490]  with  dome  cover,  in  brilliant  amber,  pattern- 
molded  with  expanded  vertical  ribbing.  This  piece  was  blown  at  the  White 
Cilass  Works,  an  early  glass  house  in  Zanesville, 

An  important  New  York  State  item  is  the  large  bowl  and  pitcher  to 
match  [Number  453],  in  brilliant  light  green  with  superimposed  deeoration, 
tooled  into  the  so-called  "lily-pad"  design.  This  was  blown  in  the  Redford 
(ilass  Works  near  Plattsburg.  I  he  light  green  or  aquamarine  compote 
[Number  237]  with  "lily-pad"  deeoration  is  another  rare  New  York  item, 
and  is  attributed  to  the  Saratoga  (Mountain)  Glass  Works.  There  arc 
several  typical  off-hand  pieces  blown  in  the  Saratoga  Congressville  Factory. 
While  the  individual  pieces  ol  the  blowers  at  this  glass  house  w  ere,  generally 
speaking,  plain  and  unpretentious,  without  decoration,  they  are  compara- 
tively rare.  The  emerald  green  pipe  [Number  394],  quite  South  Jersey  in 
its  technique,  is  a  rarity  as  an  example  of  off-hand  blowing  at  this  Saratoga 
glass  house.  Another  important  piece  showing  pronounced  South  Jersey 
influence  is  the  double-handled  urn-shaped  vase  [Number  128],  which  is 
probably  a  Red  lord  piece.  New  York  State  pieces  authenticated  as  to 
factory  are  among  the  most  desirable  items  in  early  American  glass,  and 
the  collection  is  particularly  rich  in  such  examples. 

The  collection  is  also  particularly  enriched  by  outstanding  examples  of 
Blown  Three-Mold  glass,  especially  in  types  and  patterns  which  are  definitely 
the  product  of  American  glass  houses.  The  large  clear  Hint  tooted  bowl 
[Number  505]  is  a  rare  and  beautiful  example;  and  the  celery  vase  [Num- 
ber 301]  in  geometric  pattern,  with  its  unusual  w  ide  band  ol  equilateral 
diamonds  with  concentric  ring  centers  and  parallelled  by  diagonal  ribbing, 
is  another  rarity.  Flasks  of  about  half-pint  size,  blown  from  molds  used 
tor  small  tlips  or  decanters,  are  occasionally  encountered,  but  are  extremely 
rare.  Number  510,  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  ol  this  catalogue,  is  one 
of  the  finest  examples  of  these  rare  Hasks  1  have  ever  seen,  exceptional  in 
the  brilliancy  and  sheer  quality  of  the  glass,  combined  with  a  rare  sunburst 
pattern.  Another  outstanding  piece  in  Blown  Three-Mold  is  the  rare 
absinthe-colored  decanter  [Number  ><>9],  blown  in  a  small  and  early  glass 
house  near  Kent,  Ohio.  There  are  a  number  of  pieces  ol  Blown  I  hrcc- 
Mold  in  blue — pitchers,  salts,  and  a  rare  sapphire  blue  decanter  [Number 
502]  of  baroque  type  in  the  so-called  shell  design. 

The  collection  as  a  whole  is  unusually  free  from  pieces  with  any 


defects,  and  the  few  included  are  items  of  such  rarity  as  to  justify  their 
inclusion  notwithstanding  some  slight  lack  of  perfection. 

In  conclusion  I  can  say  that  only  once  or  twice  in  a  lifetime  are  collec- 
tors afforded  such  an  opportunity  to  acquire,  at  a  public  sale,  so  many  rare 
and  beautiful  examples  of  the  finest  achievements  of  the  old-time  glass 
blowers  in  America.

INTRODUCTION 


ST  I  EG  EL  AND  ST  1  EG  EL  TYPE 

IN  1750  Heinrich  Wilhelm  Stiegel,  whose  name  was  destined  to  stand 
for  the  beautiful  and  perfect  in  the  lexicon  of  the  American  glass  col- 
lector, arrived  at  Philadelphia  to  seek  his  fortune.  Within  fifteen  wars 
he  had  won  financial  success  as  an  iron  manufacturer  at  Elizabeth  Furnace, 
Pennsylvania,  the  title  of  "Baron"  from  a  luxurious,  almost  feudal,  mode 
of  living,  and  was  about  to  launch  on  a  stormy  economic  sea  a  pretentious 
scheme  oi  glass  manufacture. 

In  all  Stiegel  had  three  glass  houses,  the  operation  of  which  falls 
roughly  into  two  periods,  the  first  from  1763  to  1770  and  the  second  from 
1770  to  his  failure  and  bankruptcy  in  1774.  In  the  earlier  period  a  small 
glass  house  erected  at  Elizabeth  Furnace  and  the  first  factory  at  Manheim 
were  financially  successful  in  the  production  of  window  glass  and  bottles  of 
various  types.  A  small  amount  of  hollow-ware  was  added  to  the  output  at 
Manheim  after  the  final  drawing  of  the  fires  at  Elizabeth  Furnace  in  1766. 
In  1769,  undoubtedly  inspired  by  his  visits  to  the  English  Bristol  factories 
at  the  beginning  of  his  own  enterprise  and  probably  expecting  to  enjoy  a 
monopoly  on  Colonial  glass  trade  as  a  result  ol  the  I  ownsend  Act,  Stiegel 
established  his  second  Manheim  factory  for  the  manufacture  ol  fine  flint 
glass.  For  that  purpose  skilled  enamelers,  engravers,  and  etchers  trained 
in  the  Continental  technique  and  glass  blow  ers  w  ho  practiced  the  Venetian 
technique  in  the  Bristol  factories  were  added  to  his  staff  of  workmen.  By 
1770  Hint  glass  blowing  was  w  ell  under  w  ay  and  for  the  ensuing  three  vears 
a  quantity  of  excellent  glass  was  produced,  widely  advertised,  and  distributed 
through  agencies  in  Philadelphia,  New  York,  and  Boston. 

During  the  short  life  of  the  second  Manheim  factory  beautiful  glass 
for  nearly  every  possible  use  w  as  blown.  Briefly  stated  its  general  charac- 
teristics are  as  follows:  metal  of  clear  or  colored  Hint  glass  principally  in 
shades  of  blue,  amethyst,  and,  rarely,  emerald  green;  skilful  and  refined 
treatment  and  forms,  following  faithfully  their  English  and  Continental 
prototypes  ;  decorative  features  consisting  principally  of  etched  and  enameled 


designs  and  molded  patterns  such  as  paneling,  expanded  ribbing,  fluting,  and 
the  Venetian  diamond,  also  the  famous  daisy  in  square  or  hexagon.  Among 
the  finest  pieces  were  sapphire  blue  sugar  bowls,  flower  vases  in  clear  glass 
or  in  shades  ot  amethyst,  blue,  and  emerald  green,  and  at  the  pinnacle  of 
Stiegel's  achievement  in  glass  blowing  the  amethyst  perfume  bottles.  In 
the  paneled  vases  Stiegel  originated  a  new  type.  No  prototype  of  them  has 
ever  been  found  in  England  or  on  the  Continent.  Likewise  the  perfume 
bottles  pattern-molded  in  the  daisy  in  square  or  hexagon  are  without  foreign 
ancestry.  Nor  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain  were  they  ever 
blown  in  any  other  glass  house  in  America. 

Stiegel  succeeded  so  well  in  his  avowed  intention  of  producing  glass 
equal  in  quality,  beauty,  and  form  to  that  of  his  foreign  competitors  that  it 
is  frequently  impossible  to  distinguish  between  his  output  and  theirs.  Also, 
after  the  failure  of  his  enterprise,  Stiegel's  workmen  found  employment  in 
other  factories  which  came  into  existence  and  operated  with  varying  degrees 
of  success.  Inevitably  his  methods  and  decorative  techniques  were  followed 
and  handed  down  through  apprentices.  Consequently  the  term  "Stiegel 
type"  has  been  born  of  necessity  to  designate  those  pieces  which  display 
the  requisite  characteristics  and  may  have  been  blown  at  Manheim  but  are 
unaccompanied  by  reliable  history  and  information. 

SOUTH  JERSEY  AND  SOUTH  JERSEY  TYPE 

The  southern  part  of  New  Jersey  was  one  of  the  great  cradles  ol  Lilass 
manufacture  in  America.  In  1739  Caspar  Wistar  established  the  first  Jersej 
factory  at  Allowaystown ;  after  his  death  in  1752  it  was  operated  by  his 
son  Richard.  Like  that  of  so  many  other  Colonial  enterprises  its  failure 
was  caused  by  the  Revolutionary  War.  Either  just  prior  to  or  shortly  after 
the  closing  of  Wistar's  factory  three  of  the  Stanger  brothers  who  had 
worked  for  him  erected  a  glass  furnace  in  dlouster  County  in  a  small  com- 
munity subsequently  known  as  Glassboro.  It  was  not  until  alter  1800  that 
the  many  other  Jersey  factories  gradually  came  into  existence. 

The  principal  commercial  output  of  Wistar's  and  later  lactones  was 
window  glass  and  various  types  of  bottles  and  similar  containers.  The  las- 
cinating  and  beautiful  bowls,  pitchers,  vases,  anil  other  articles  ol  South 
fersey  origin  were  by-products — off-hand  pieces  blown  by  the  individual 
workmen  lor  their  own  use  or  lor  that  ol  their  friends.    Except  lor  the 


occasional  use  oi  pattern  molds,  as  in  the  case  ot  the  creamer  [Number 
144  in  the  present  sale]  and  the  superb  teapot  [Number  473].  these  South 
Jersey  oft-hand  pieces  are  in  nearly  every  respect  the  antithesis  oi  the  Stiegel 
output.  They  were  blown  from  window  or  bottle  glass,  anil  are  inclined  to 
be  heavy,  frequently  crude,  in  form  and  treatment.  Decorativ  e  effects  were 
obtained  simply  by  color  and  shape  or  by  a  superimposed  layer  of  glass 
tooled  into  a  heavy  swirl  or  more  frequently  into  the  so-called  "lilv-pad". 
A  crimped  foot  and  applied  threading  were  also  used.  As  a  later  develop- 
ment decoration  w  as  achieved  through  the  use  ot  various  color  combinations 
in  swirled  and  looped  effects.  In  contrast  to  the  refined  and  standardized 
technique  of  Stiegel's  workmen  that  of  the  South  Jersey  blowers  was  indi- 
vidual and,  one  might  say,  elemental. 

Just  as  the  Stiegel  workmen  ami  their  apprentices  spread  his  methods 
and  decorative  techniques  through  the  glass  houses  of  the  Midwest,  the 
South  Jersey  blowers,  it  seems,  carried  theirs  into  the  many  glass  houses 
of  New  York  and  New  England.  Consequently  articles  showing  typical 
South  Jersey  characteristics  but  without  any  history  or  information  even  as 
to  the  section  of  the  country  in  which  they  were  found  are  listed  as  South 
Jersey  Type. 

OHIO  AND  MIDWESTERN 

The  years  following  our  Revolution  and  the  early  years  of  the  nine- 
teenth century  saw  a  steadily  increasing  population  in  the  Pittsburgh  and 
Ohio  River  districts.  Therefore  it  is  not  surprising  that  in  the  same  period 
glass  houses  were  established  to  supply  w  indow  glass,  the  perhaps  more 
essential  flasks  and  bottles  and,  eventually,  table  ware.  Some  of  the  glass 
houses  failed  after  a  brief  existence;  others  prospered  and  expanded. 

While  in  a  few  of  these  factories  a  limited  amount  ot  table  ware  was 
'  probably  blown  for  local  trade,  in  their  early  years  at  least,  the  main  com- 
mercial output  consisted  of  window  glass  and  bottles.  The  old  (ierman  post 
method  of  bottle  blowing,  the  American  expression  of  which  is  generally 
termed  "Pitkin",  was  used  to  some  extent,  but  for  the  most  part  there  was 
a  marked  continuation  of  the  Stiegel  technique,  particularly  the  use  of  the 
pattern  mold.  The  blowers,  exercising  their  customary  privilege  of  using 
the  fag  end  of  the  pot  for  their  own  purposes,  bequeathed  to  us  some  of 
the  choicest  and  rarest  pieces  of  American  glass.  The  pattern-molded  bottles 
and  flasks,  the  pitchers,  and  other  articles  blown  in  the  same  molds  are 


to-day  called  "Ohio-Stiegel".  When  flint  glass  table  ware  was  added  to  the 
regular  products  of  existing  factories  and  new  factories  were  established 
for  its  manufacture  the  Stiegel  tradition  was  perpetuated  until  the  advent 
oi  the  pressing  machine  revolutionized  glass  making.  Much  of  the  earlier 
blown  glass  could  pass  for  veritable  Stiegel  products  but  in  a  short  time 
forms  and  treatments  were  evolved  which  were  distinctly  Midwestern  and 
American.  The  beautiful  Ohio  amber  sugar  bowl  [Number  496]  in  this 
collection  is  a  perfect  example  of  Stiegel  quality  and  technique  in  a  purely 
Midwestern  shape. 

NEW  YORK  AND  NEW  ENGLAND 

The  two  outstanding  glass  factories  of  New  England  are,  of  course, 
The  Sandwich  Glass  Works  and  that  of  the  New  England  Glass  Company. 
The  commercial  output  of  these  two  factories  was  table  ware,  decorative 
glass — in  fact,  nearly  everything  which  could  be  produced  in  a  large  and 
prosperous  glass  house.  A  few  years  ago  their  names  were  associated  only 
with  pressed  glass;  to-day  it  is  realized  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  finest 
glass  blown  from  about  1820  to  1850  was  made  in  these  Massachusetts 
factories. 

Scattered  throughout  New  England,  especially  in  Connecticut  and  New 
Hampshire,  and  through  New  York  state  were  many  glass  houses  lor  the 
commercial  production  of  window  glass,  bottles  of  various  sorts,  and  similar 
containers.  Generally  speaking  they  were  small  houses  with  a  limited,  prac- 
tically local,  trade  and  many  were  short-lived.  The  oft-hand  pieces — bowls, 
pitchers,  and  similar  articles — blown  by  the  individual  workmen  are  to-day 
of  comparative  and  often  extreme  rarity.  Those  from  New  York  State 
factories  are  most  frequently  ol  light  green  or  blue-aquamarine  color,  occa- 
sionally of  shades  of  amber  or  olive  green,  and  rarely  ol  blue.  While  aqua- 
marine hues  characterize  the  glass  from  many  ol  the  small  New  England 
L;lass  houses,  such  as  that  at  Warwick,  the  ^lass  from  others,  especiallj  the 
important  bottle  glass  factories,  is  usually  in  shades  ol  amber  and  olive 
green.  In  the  latter  group  are  included  the  New  Hampshire  Stoddard 
factories  and  that  of  Justus  Perry  in  Keene,  the  Connecticut  factories  at 
Coventry,  Westford,  Wellington,  ami  the  Pitkin  glass  works.  Practically 
all  of  thi'  oil-hand  blown  pieces  show  a  strong  South  Jersey  influence  in 
technique  ami  decoration.  Some  ol  the  finest  known  "lily-pad"  pieces  were 
blown  in  small  New  York  state  glass  houses. 


BLOWN  THREE-MOLD  GLASS 

Blown  Three-Mold  glass  was  a  distinctive  product  oJ  American  glass 
houses  of  the  early  nineteenth  century.  At  that  time  fine  Irish  and  English 
cut  glass  was  the  vogue  in  table  ware.  It  was  undoubtedly  to  provide  a 
cheaper  product  similar  to  the  expensive  imports  that  our  ingenious  glass 
manufacturers  devised  a  means  o!  simulating  the  cut  glass  by  adapting  its 
patterns  to  blown  glass  through  the  medium  ot  the  full-size  mold.  Though 
prompted  by  commercial  expediency  they  did  not  stop  with  mere  imitation 
of  a  few  designs  but  developed  many  ot  their  own. 

From  a  detailed  study  ot  Blown  Three-Mold  glass  patterns  I  have 
divided  them  into  three  categories  according  to  their  predominating  motifs: 
geometric,  arch,  and  baroque.  The  majority  ot  the  patterns  tall  in  the 
geometric  group.  Three  or  lour  ot  these  are  found  also  on  pieces  blown  in 
lull-size  two-  or  four-piece  molds.  Likewise  there  are  pieces  blown  in  two- 
or  in  four-section  molds  in  baroque  designs  which  are  always  included  in 
the  Blown  Three-Mold  group  because  of  their  similarity  in  quality  and  in 
design. 

W  hile  the  full-size  three-section  mold  was,  ot  course,  used  in  other 
countries,  Ireland  was  the  only  place,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn, 
where  patterns  similar  to  our  American  ones  were  used.  According  to 
Mr.  Dudley  YYestropp,  curator  of  the  Dublin  Museum  and  an  authority 
on  Irish  glass,  the  method  was  probably  introduced  from  America  and  pro- 
duction was  very  limited  in  Ireland.  The  Irish  designs  were  made  up  of 
the  simplest  motits — ribbing,  fluting,  and  diamond  diapering. 

Although  the  wide  range  ot  articles  and  the  great  quantity  ol  Blown 
Three-Mold  attests  to  the  tact  that  it  was  a  popular  commercial  product,  we 
are  still  without  proof  as  to  which  of  the  leading  glass  houses  produced 
most  of  this  glass.  Excavations  made  by  Mr.  Harry  Hall  White  have 
proved  that  a  few  patterns  were  used  at  Vernon,  N.  ^  .,  tor  bottle  glass 
and  Hint  glass  articles;  and  that  bottle  glass  pieces  in  one  or  two  patterns 
were  blown  at  Kent  or  Mantua,  Ohio,  at  Coventry,  Connecticut,  and  at 
the  Marlboro  Street  factory  at  Keene,  N.  II.  As  my  own  studies  have 
proved  that  the  Keene  molds  were  used  for  clear  flint  pieces  also,  I  believe 
that  clear  flint  Blown  Three-Mold  was  produced  at  Keene.  It  has  likewise 
been  established  that  certain  types  and  patterns  were  made  by  the  New 
England  Glass  Company  and  at  the  Sandwich  Glass  Works.  Undoubtedly 


a  great  proportion  of  this  glass  emanated  from  Sandwich,  and  possibly 
from  some  of  the  large  Pittsburgh  factories. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  difficulty  in  connection  with  cataloguing  this  col- 
lection has  been  the  paucity  of  adequate  adjectives  to  express  rarity  and 
fineness  of  quality.  There  are  comparatively  few  pieces  which  are  not  rare 
or  exceptional  in  some  one  feature  or  in  their  entirety  so  that,  of  necessity, 
the  word  "rare"  or  its  synonyms  appear  much  more  frequently,  perhaps, 
than  they  would  in  most  catalogues.  Their  reiteration  is  not  superfluous; 
if  anything,  they  could  have  been  used  more  often.  In  describing  many 
pieces  I  have  used  the  word  "unique"  in  its  proper  sense  of  "single  in  kind". 
Since  the  experience  of  no  one  person  could  cover  the  entire  Held,  however, 
in  designating  a  piece  or  special  feature  as  unique  I  mean  unique  in  my  own 
experience  of  fifteen  years'  comparative  study  of  American  glass  and  unique 
in  that  of  students  with  whom  I  have  consulted.

For  some  years  the  only  American  factory  known  to  have  made 
these  flasks  was  the  Pitkin  Glass  Works  at  Manchester,  Connecticut,  which  operated 
from  about  1783  to  1830.  It  is  now  known  that  the  same  types  were  blown  at  Keene, 
N.  H.,  and  similar  ones  in  Midwestern  factories.  The  general  characteristics  of  the 
New  England  Pitkin  are  fine  close  ribbings,  limited  color  range  and  tapering  ovoid 
form,  usually  with  a  slight  concavity  on  the  wide  sides  just  above  the  base.  Where 
there  is  a  decoration  of  both  spiral  and  vertical  ribbing  the  vertical  usually  rises  to  a 
point  three-quarters  of  an  inch  or  more  below  the  termination  of  the  spiral.
